REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention as claimed, specifically in combination with a method and apparatus for 
transmitting data in a wireless power transmission system with a power transmitter with a first 
light source and a second light source emitting light pulses of a substantially lower intensity than 
light pulses emitted by the first light source, the pulses being arranged to be transmitted 
substantially around the light emitted by the first light source and data bits being encoded in the 
pulses so as to determine a maximum time interval between two successive pulses, and a power 
receiver with a first photo-detector for receiving the emitted light and a second photo-detector for 
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indicating light pulses emitted by the second light source, means for determining data included in 
the light pulses and time between successive received light pulse, and transmitting means 
response to the determination arranged to transmit a control signal to the power transmitter in 
response to the time between successive received light pulses not exceeding the maximum time 
interval determined for two successive pulses, is not disclosed or made obvious by the previous 
art of record.
